“ What use to conceal it? Our blood bounds at the 
sight of an Austrian uniform. Yet this sentiment is 
not worthy either of a reasonable man or a Christian; 
it reminds us of the oath of Hannibal, of the old savage 
hat ed of nation for nation. We are far from justifying 
it, we condemn it. Nobler aspirations will enable us to 
overcome it.” 
Dwelling on this, he says the wish restore Italy 
to her rights and the love of independence, ought to be 
enough to fill the heart, and leave no place for base 
instincts of hate and vengence. 
Austria has, no doubt, brought unspeakable evils 
upon Italy, but if she were to reckonup her losses 
has she reason to praise her system of violet.ce and 
injustice ? Are the last consequences of the policy she 
has pursued with so much obstinacy of a nature 
to show her the wisdom of the course she has adopted ? 
“For us Italians the present moment is final and 
unprecedented; we feel that in it lies the germ of our 
whole future. Let Europe, therefore, listen to us a 
few moments. Let her listen to a voice that has never 
betrayed the truth; for in our day, more than in any 
other, the truth alone is the sacred Javarum which leads 
us to victory.”

Buoncampagni, who, in taking the title of Governor 
General af the League of the Italian Central States, will 
serve as a direct link between these States and the King 
elect, will give a uniform direction to military affairs. 
and will see to the execution ofall the collective acts 
that the two governments shall believe it their duty to 
do for thecommon weal 

“He ther recommends them to tell the people, 
under their administration that he is satisfied with 
bringing back from Turin their King’s greeting to the 
Tuscans, as also the most honourable declarations of 
esteem and affection for all. Whoever has not seen 
this $ devoting his whole life and all 
his thoughts to Italy, not knew what a grand idea 
is personified in the highest expression of military and 
civil power loyally placed at the service of a great 


cause. 

“*T should like,’ he adds, to repeat with the same 
fascination that they had on his august lips, the recom- 
mendation made by him to persevere in order and con- 
cord, more now than ever, as likewise his 
protestations that he would watch anxiously over our 
interests, constantly defend them, and maintain the 
rights we have conferred on him at the Congress.

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ALARMING AND DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 

As has been already announced to the public in our 
Third Edition of yesterday, a fire of no ordinary mag- 
nitude, so far as regards the amount of property de- 
stroyed and the alarm it created, took place at an early 
hour on yesterday morning, in the works of the Hiber- 
nian Gas Company, Great Brunswick-street. The 
inflammable nature of the materials used in the manu- 
facture of gas, and the extensive area which the works 
covered, justified the great fear which was at one time 
entertained in the neighbourhood, particularly in 
Queen’s-square—the Hast side of which immediately 
adjoins the Gas Works. If, however, in extensive 
manufactories of every character the occurrence of a fire 
carries with it fearful apprehensions, still there is this 
important consideration which is lost sight of, that gen- 
erally s ing the means of overcoming it are not 
scattered or absolutely wanted, but are on the spot in a 
concentrated and available form, and only require the 
proper agency to bring them into active and effective 
operation. Such was the case in the Hibernian Gas 
Works. Water was present ia a superabundant quan- 
tity. One cannot refrain from contrasting this circum- 
stance with the deplorable loss of property, and 
occasionally of life, caused either from a deficient or 
a badly-managed supply of water on various occasions 
of fire in our eity; and in proportion as the benefit derived 
in the present instance from a full supply of the only power 
capable of grappling with this destructive element has 
been practically brought before the notice of the public,in 
a prepertionate spirit ofenergy, it is to be hoped, will the 
authorities — against a contingency so likely to oc- 
cur, and so destructive in its consequences, as a fire in a 
large and populous city. The immediate cause of the 
fire, yesterday morning, was the bursting of a tank 
which contained a large quantity of tar, the iron bands 
of which the severe frost that has lately set in opened, 
it is supposed, beyond the strength of the pressure they 

to bear. The tar, which was 
closely confined, on getting loose rushed in every 
direction about the premises, and unfortunately came in 
contact with a fire in the immediate vicinity ; the 
consequence of which was, that almost instantaneously

Tas Town AND Gamsen at Geuta.—Ceuta is 
considered to be the Esilissa ot Ptolemy, and was once 
the captial of Mauritania. The Arabs call it Sebat and 
Sebta, i.e. seven, after the Romans who called it 
“Semptem fraires,” and the Greeks the same, ap 
parently on account of the seven mountains, which are 
in the neighbourhood. Ceuta or Sebta, is evidently the 
modern form of this classic name. It is a very ancient 
city and celebrated fortress, situate fourteen miles south 
of Gibraltar, pearly opposite to it, as a species of rival 
stronghold, and N upon a peninsula, which detaches 
itself from the continent on the east, and turns then to 
the north. The city extends over the tongue of land 
nearest the continent ; the citadel occupies Monte-del 
Acho, called formerly Jibel-el-Mina, a name still pre- 
served in Almina, a suburb to the south-east, In the 
beginning of the eighth century, Ceuta, which was inha- 
bited by the Goths, passed into the hands of the Arabs, 
who made it a point of departure for the expe- 
ditions into Spain. It was conquered by the power- 
ful Arab family of the Ben Hamed, one of whom, 
called Mahommed Edris, invaded Spain, and after seve- 
ral conquests was proclaimed King of Cordova, in 
A.D. 1000. On the 2ist of August, 1415, the Portu- 
guese conquered it, and it was the first which they 
occupied in Africa. In 1578, at the death of Don Se- 
bastian, Ceuta passed with Portugal and the rest of the 
colonies into the power of Spain; and when, in 1640, 
the Portuguese recovered their independence, the 
Spaniards were left masters of Ceuta, which continues 
still in their hands, but is of no utility to them except 
as a presidio, which makes the fourth penal settlement 
possessed by them on this coast. Ceuta contains a 
garrison of two or three thousand men. The free popu- 
lation amounts to some five or six thousand. It bas a 
small and insecure port. Here is the famed Gibel Za- 
terit, “ Monkey's Promontory,” or “ Ape’s Hill,” which 
has occasio the ingenious fable that, inasmuch as 
there are no monkeys in any part of Europe except Gib- 
raltar, directly opposite to this rock, where also monkeys 
ere found, there must necessarily be a subterranean 
passage beneath the sea, by which they and repass 
to opposite sides of the Straits, and — a friendly 
and uninterrupted intercourse between the brethren of 
Afsica and Europe. Anciently, the mountains here- 
abouts formed the African pillars of Hercules opposite 
to Gibraltar.

THE WRECK OF THE WATER LILY. 

An “Eye Witness,” writing from Fort William 
Harbour, near Dundrum, gives the following account of 
the loss of this (Dublin) vessel: —“ Ilaving read in your 
paper the account of the wreck of the Royal Charter, 
together with the daring act of Rogers, who swam 
ashore with a rope round his waist, and knowing that 
you are always willing to make known the daring 
courage of men who may distinguish themselves, I ven- 
ture to address you upon the ill-fated brigantine Water 
Lily. Having been an eye-witness of this wreck, I con- 
sider it only my duty to make known to 
you and the public the brave acts of the men 
who rendered “assistance to the _ ill-fated _ brig. 
The Water Lily, of Dublin, from Liverpool, bound for 
Lagos, on the coast of Africa, with a general cargo 
(Captain John E. Mounett), came ashore at 4-30 
a.m., on the 9th December, in Dundrum. A heavy gale 
was blowing from S. E., with a tremendous sea running. 
Henry Boyd, commissioned boatman of the coast-guard 
with his crew of two men, and three other men (not 
const- guards), were immediately upon the rocks. They 
made the most daring efforts to reach the wreck, but 
had not proceeded far when the boat was swamped 
and the brave crew washed out of her. They managed, 
however, to get her back on the beach, and when she 
was cleared of the water they made a second attempt, 
when she was again swamped by the heavy sea and 
stoved in by the rocks. The fearless crew, seeing that 
their boat was done for, plunged into the water, made 
for the beach (which they succeeded in reaching), and 
launched a second boat. The case seemed a hope- 
less one, but they, Leingencouraged by their brave 
leader (Henry Boyd), entered the boat. The poor fel- 
lows, however, had not proceeded far when this boat 
was swamped, and they were for the third time preci- 
pitated into the sea. Ihe poor fellows struggled hard 
and managed to bring this boat back to the beach, and 
when she was cleared of the water they were again en- 
couraged by their leader, and a fourth attempt was made 


which almost proved fatal to the brave crew, their boat, 


having again filled with water, and part of the crew 
being washed out of her. 


The cries and screams of 


the wives and children of these brave men were heart- 


trending during this misfortune. While these brave fel- 
lows were struggling, after their fourth attempt, Captain 
Ridge, R. N., and Lieutenant Goslin, R. N., arrived at the 
scene, and rendered every assistance in getting the boat 
again on the beach, and when it was cleared of the 
water these brave fellows were encouraged by the two 
officers, and a fifth attempt was made. These fearless 
and determined men, after so many attempts, succeeded 
at last in reaching the wreck, and took from her into 
their boat eight persons, including the wife of the cafftain, 
who seemed more like a dead woman than a living being. 
When this little boat, with her wearicd load, was ap- 
yroaching the shore, a heavy wave came and dashed 
— against the rocks, and immediately she went to 
pieces. Each individual had now to do the best he 
could to reach the shore; but, thank God, every soul 
was saved. The witnessing of these poor fellows bat- 
tling with the waves was heartrending; and were it 


not that the people on the beach caught hold of 


each other’s hands, extending as far as possible 
into the water, and grasping those who were car- 
ried up by the waves, they must have all been 
lost. These poor fellows are more or less injured. 
Henry Boyd, who stripped himself to his flannel draw- 
ers and his shirt, struggled hard with the waves, having 
the captain’s wife in one hand, and managing as well 
as he could with the other. Ile was foriunately grasped 
by one of his countrymen, Mr. M'Ginn, when in a state 
of complete exhaustion ; but even in this condition he 
held a death-grasp of the captain’s wife, who was 
senseless. He told this broken-hearted woman, when 
she was taken into the boat, that he would endeavour 
to save her, and truly (under the protection of Pro- 
vidence) he valiantly fulfilled his promise. When 
she recovered she recollected what Boyd had said, 
and thanked God for having mercifully saved 
them. The names of the crew were as fol- 


lows :—Henry Boyd (commissioned boatman), John 
Leary, and James Abrams; Thomas Savage, John Carr,

Liberals had it all their own way. Yet the cele- 
brated cats of Kilkenny could hardly have gone 
at it with more determination. Twelve thou- 
sand pounds was about the figure confessedly 
expended, in order to decide between the rival claims of 
the partician and the man of medicine. “ Printing and 
advertisements” came in as usual for a round sum, but 
the great bulk was notoriously incurred by the employ- 
ment of paid canvassers. However objectionable in 
theory paid solicitations of this kind may be deemed, in 
practice they are found indispensable to success where 
the voters are numerous and apathetic. In Finsbury, 
ingenious substitutes were discovered on a late occasion 
in the cabmen. Half-a-crown above their fare for every 
voter deposited at the polling-booth, was the tariff paid 
to those valuable auxiliaries, who in turn held out the 
inducements of a pot of beer and a ride gratis to the 
lukewarm or indolent elector. The desired rush to the 
poll was the reward of so masterly a stratagem ; and, to 
crownall,the stratagem remained undetected by the losing 
party until an hour when defeat had become inevitable. 
Of course, it will be said that Finsbury does not rank 
high upon the electoral scale even among metropolitan 
constituencies; and that elsewhere men may be found 
indifferent even to the attractions of gratuitous locomo- 
tion, and sternly determined upon the free and indepen- 
dent exercise of the franchise. To this we can only 
reply that the difference will be found rather in the 
quality than in the quantity of the agency required. 
Plebeian Finsbury may be satisfied with small men; the 
stout] frecholders of South Essex require the atten- 
tions of a full-blown Parliamentary agent and a 
brace of barristers. And as this Parliamentary 
agent received a trifling retaining-fee of six hundred 
guineas, and one of the barristers asked three 
hundred pounds for his services, although he ulti- 
mately consented to halve his demand, we do not 
see what advantage there is in the change on the 
score of economy. Five thousand pounds was the 
sum published, in the official advertisement of the Es- 
sex election expenses, as the amount disbursed by the 
London Committee alone. It is true that the chairman 
kindly reminds us that such notifications are “ nothing 
more than a fraud upon public credulity,” but he does 
not attempt to deny that that sum, and even more, was 
actually disbursed. Some items appear as expended 
in town which should have been debited to the account 
of the rural agents; but the latter, for all we know, 
may have equalled, or even exceeded, the extravagance 
of their suburban colleagues. Expectant candidates 
may well recoil at the sight of the vista which is opened 
to them by this Essex election. ‘The hotel-bill disclosed 
the fact that seventy-six canvassers for the London 
districts breakfasted together upon the morning of the 
election, before proceeding to the poll. And yet as even 
their services failed to secure the re-election of Mr. 
Baker, the money, after all, was thrown away. 

Considering the“ organised system of corruption“ 
which was unscrupulously alleged against the Conser- 
vative party at the late election, we hardly expected to 
have obtained glimpses of such proceedings on the part 
of the Liberals. it was, we were repeatedly told, to be 
a triumph of principle over pocket ; independence was 
to prove too strong tor intimidation, patriotism for the 
purse. Yet now it has appeared by the results of the 
election committees, that those Liberal purists have 
themselves been the foremost and gone the deepest in 
sinning, and only used their professions of unbending 
principle as a clouk for tactics of a most convenient 
* liberality.” 

If Mr. Bright and his disciples were open to reason, 
we should recommend to their careful attention the 
revelations as to the cost of elections which were elicited 
in the Court of Exchequer last Tuesday. lis plan of 
reform is understood to proceed upon the basis of making 
large numerical augmentations to existing constitucn- 
cies. His avowed object is at once to increase numbers 
and to diminish expense. Upon the unsupported 
authority of this political Gamaliel, we are called upon 
to believe, in the face of our whole experience, that the 
cost of a contest is diminished in proportion as the size 
of a constituency is enlarged. We have, unhappily, 
before our eyes at the present moment, numerous in- 
stances which prove the exact contrary. The metropolitan 
boroughs and the home counties have already served as 
the corpus vile for this political experiment. And we 
appeal to every man of sense whether the result has 
not proved eminently unsatisfactory. Is it nota fact 
that contests, when they do occur in these constituen- 
cies, are cither decided by the votes of a mere fraction 
of the electors, or else are attended with a ruinous ex- 
pense ? Do we not sce the utmost apathy as to the 
result prevalent among the more educated classes, from 
a fecling that any movement on their part would be 
neutralised by the greediness of their less intelligent 
but more numerous neighbours ? Has any public man 
of note the smallest chance of being returned for such a 
constituency ? or, if by accident returned, can he count 
with the least certainty upon retaining his seat for more 
than a single session? Mr. Bright, we believe, is 
wont to stigmatise a personal canvass as degrading 
to the candidate. Is he aware that solicitations, 
not only in person but by paid deputies, are 
indispensable in such contests? Bad as some of the 
cases have been which have recently been brought to 
light in the smaller boroughs, they affect, after all, only 
individuals. In every town there are men to be tound 
who will respond only to the calls of interest, and with 
whom a vote is nothing more than a marketable com- 
modity. But in the smaller boroughs the evil is in fact 
but a partial one, and is circumscribed within ascertain- 
ablelimits, It is far otherwise when the electors are num- 
bered by thousands, with no common ties beyond those 
of contiguity of residence. In such cases it is } ractically 
found impossible to swell the columns of the poll-book un- 
less it is made worth the while of a large number of 
agents to sce that this thing is done. In many, we had 
almost said in the majority of cases, this can only be 
effected through the medium of a bribe.

Magrath v. Keane. 
INJUNCTION MOZION. 

In this case Counsel applied to the court on behalf of James 
and Patrick Magrath, the petitioners, for an injunction 
order, restraining the respondent from proceeding to sell 
certain cattle, stock, and crops, which had been advertised 
for sale on the 20th of December, 1859. It appeared that 
a claim was set up by the petitioners to 106 acres of land, 
in the barony of Idrone, in the county Carlow, as co- partners 
with other brothers, of one of whom the respondent was the 
personal tative. Counsel stated the title of the 
parties at considerable - th. The petition prayed an 
account oí the partnership ings between the petitioners 
and William Magrath—that their shares might be ascertained, 
the lease of lands be declared partnership property, and, if 
necessary, a partition of fhe land should be directed. 

Counsel for the respondent denied the existence of the 
partnership, and contended that the sole control of the pro- 
perty was vested in Wm. Magrath. 

His Honour said, he would make “ no rule” on the motion ; 
the respondent to be at liberty to proceed with the sale, his 
solicitor undertaking to | in court the proceeds of the 
sale within one week after it had taken place. The court 
reserved the question of costs. 


COURT OF EXCHEQUER—NISI PRIUS. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron and a Special Jury.) 
Swallow v. Cay / or. 

This case was resumed at the sitting of the court. His 
lordship had allowed a portion of the action to be opened 
upon a former day, and, in consequence of another case, 
which had been adjourned, intervening, he had postponed 
the nt to yesterday morning. The plaintiff was a builder 
at Bra , and had instituted these proceedings fo recover the 
sum of . £121 4s. Lid. from the defendant, for work and labour 
done. The defendant was the proprietor of some ground in 
the county Dublin, upon which he erected a residence, called 
Marino House, and he pleaded that the sum sought by the 
plaintiff to be recovered was composed of £60 6s. 5d., for 
extra works alleged to have been done at this house, and of 
480 balance due on the contract for the building of the 
house, and against which plaintiff al:owed certain credits. It 
appeared that all the works were executed under an agreement, 
bearing date February 2nd, 1859, which was sigued by both 
parties, for the completion of the house at a cost of £400 
within fifteen weeks from that date, according to the specifi- 
cation and drawing of Mr. Boyle, the architect. and subject 
to certain conditions—one of which was that, if during the 
progress of the works, any portion thereof was considered 
unsatisfactory by the superintending architect, the defendant 
was to be at liberty to declare the contract void. As 
to the claim of £30 balance alleged to be due, it was pleaded 
that as the work was, under the contract, to be completed 
for £400, within fifteen weeks, it was arranged that pay- 
ment should be made in fortnightly instalments, less by 20 
per cent., to be reserved in iieu of liquidated damages until 
the work should be completed, and te be forfeited by the 
plaintiff in the event of the non- ſulülmeut of all the condi- 
tions of the contract; but that plaintiff not having 
completed, within the time thus specifically agreed on, 
had thereby forfeited all claim to said sum; and, as a 
further defence, it was averred that as (under the contract) 
it was an express condition that, prior to the payment of that 
sum, a certificate of the architect relative to the proper pro- 
gress and due execution of the works should be produced, and 
that as that condition was not complied with (Mr. Boyle not 
giving the certificate), plaintiff's claim could not be sus- 
tained. Ihe plaintiff denied that the architect ever p. onounced 
the rate of progress or the quality of the work to be unsatis- 
factory, as alleged, and that all right to insist on the claim 
to forfeiture had been waived by the defendant. It waa fur- 
ther asserted by plaintiff that an arrangement existed 
(under the contract), whereby all timber, ironmongery, fire 
bricks, building stone, &c., which should be necessary for 
the execution of the works, should be supplied by the de- 
fendant, as required from time to time, on requisitions to be 
transmitted weekly by the plaintiff to the architect, and 
specifying what materials should be required each week, and 
that any losses attendant on non-compliance with such re- 
quisition should be borne by the defendant ; that the plaintift 
had transmitted such requisitien for materials from time to 
time, and yet they were not furnished in time, and conse- 
quently the plaintiff was seriously delayed in the completion 
of his contract, and also that the withholding of the cer- 
tificate by the architect was contrary to good faith. 
The defendant denied there wasany money payable, but | 
admitted the use of some of the plaintiſt's materials which 
were upon the premises. A sum of £5 was lodged in court to 
meet this portion of the plaintiff's demand. 

The case has not yet concluded. 

(Before Mr. Baron Fitzgerald and a Special Jury.) 
Armstrong v. the Earl of Meath. [ 

This was an action brought by Mr. Armstrong, a surveyor, 
to recover from the Earl of Meath, as executor of his father, 
the suin of £1,280. 103, 8d., being the balance of £2,200 148. 
2d., the value and price of work and labour dona by the 
plaintiff for the late Earl of Meath, during a period of 28 
years upon his lordsbip's estate of the Liberties in the city of 
Dublin. The summons and plaint set out a special agree- 
ment for the performance of the work with the late Mr. 
Charles Hamilton, of Warwick-street, then agent to the Earl 
of Meath, in two letters, which passed between the plaintiff 
and Mr. Hamilton. 

Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon stated the case, from which it ap- 
peared that the plaintiff, Mr. Armstrong, was an old gentle- 
man, eightv years of age, and incapable of attending 
to prove his own case, but he had been examined 
under a commission. A general map of Lord 
Meath's estate near Dublin, including his estate called the 
Liberties, in the city of Dublin, was felt to be necessary. The 
plaintiff was asked whether he would cry the experiment of 
constructing sueh a map, and fill into its general outline such 
old maps as the Earl of Meath could supply. He undertook 
to make the experiment within the limit of £150. He com- 
menced the business in 1808, and continued devoting his time 
to it down to 1818. In the course of his labour he received 
£45 from the agent who preceded Mr. Hamilton, and £30 
from Mr. Hamilton himself. He found by the experiment 
that the difficulties in the way of making such a map were 
too great, and that it would be utterly impossible to make it 
for a sum of £150. Frem 1818 down to the year 1827, no 
further steps were taken towards having a survey of the 
estate. During that period, the Liberty began to change its 
condition, and what had in the previous century been a 
wealthy part of Dublin became the reverse. The persons 
who represented the original lessees began to discontinue, 
and Lord Meath was obliged to issue ejectments for non- 
payment of rent against the tenants. Some of the parties 
against whom ejectments had been issued, when the sheriff 
came to take possession, set up the objection that the pre- 
mises they were then seizing were not the premises described in 
the Karl of Meath's L. ase, and the right to seize was dispu 
and in one instance an action was taken by one of the tenants 
against the Earl of Meath. This prevented the prosecution 
of the ejectments, and then arose the necessity for maps and 
surveys accurately describing and defining the property 
A new contract by leiter, counsel stated, was entered into br 
the plaintiff with Mr. Charles Hamilton, the agent, who also 
called upon the plaintiff to form an estimate of how much 
it would cost to make a proper map and survey of 
the property that would be of use to them, U 
the 12th September, 1827, Mr. Hamilton agreed by letter 
to the terms proposed by the plaintiff, and requested 
him to proceed with as much expedition as the nature 
of the work would permit of. Counsel stated that

ConTINUANCE OF THE Frost—Accipents.—The frost 
continues in all its intensity. The thermometer has 
fallen to nineteen degrees, being the lowest point at 
which it has stood for many years past. There has not, 
as yet, been any very large fall of snow, although it is 
more than probable that a very short period will inter- 
vene till it comes down in ail the copiousness of the 
olden winters. Meanwhile the roads and streets are as 
slippery as if they were constructed of sheets of glass, 
and it is all but impossible to walk along*them without 
falling. Numerous accidents, of course, take place, but 

we have not, as yet, heard of many of aserious charac- 
ter. Yesterday, a young woman, named Mary Jane 
Wilson, was walking in front of her own door, in Boun- 
dary-street, when she accidentally slipped and fell, sus- 
taining a fracture of one of her arms. She was con- 
veyed to the General Hospital, where the necessary 
treatment was adopted. Saturday evening, Mr. Matier, 
a book-deliverer, was pursuing his avocation in the 
neighbourhood of Bower’s Hill, when he slipped, and, fall- 
ing on his back, sustained a double. fracture of the collar 
bone. He wasconveyed to Dr. Beck’s, of North-street, 
who rendered the necessary professional assistance, 
after which he proceeded to his own home. This wea- 
ther, in the evenings particularly, has ken thick and 
foggy, and most of the steamers yesterday morning were 
late in arriving being unable to leave their respective 
ports on account of the fog: Some of them had not ar- 
rived at a late hour last night. 

Sieieu-Drivine IN Bevtrast.—Saturday night last 
two gentlemen drove through the streets of Belfast in a 
sleigh, drawn by a very fine-looking horse, with the 
“merry sleigh-bells“ tinkling trom his collar. Large 
numbers of the inhabitants collected at different corners 
of the streets to have a view of the vehicle; but, as the 
speed at which they drove was pretty quick, a mere 
passing glance could be had. 

Emicration.—The fine ship Lady Ann, Captain Sin- 
clair, belonging to Messrs. Dunbar and Son, of London, 
which left Plymouth Sound July 8, arrived in Port 
Adelaide, South Australia, September 30. She rounded 
the Cape of Good Hope safely; but on the 11th of Sep- 
tember, after having passed the island of St. Paul’s, and 
being on a S. E. by E. course, with a smart breeze 
from W.N.W., a fearful and unexpected crash oc- 
curred. A young officer belonging to the ship says:— 
We lost nearly ail our masts, and yet made the passage 
in 84 days. The mainmast was carried away ten feet 
from the deck, and the whole lot of it, topgallant stud- 
ding sails and royals (which were set) went overboard 
together, carrying foremast and foretopmast, mizenmast, 
and bowsprit along with it. We all went to work with 
choppers, axes, and knives, and cleared the main part 
of the wreck in twenty minutes. The spars gave her 
some tremendous thumps under the quarter, and we 
thought she might have been stove in astern, but she 
withstood it famously.” Excepting this disaster, and the 
loss of a Danish seaman from the topgallant yard on the 
27th of August, the voyage appcars to have been satis- 
factory. All the emigrants, 262, many of whom are fine 
young women from Ireland, were landed safely in the 
colony. 

An ExTRAORDINANMNY CENTENARIAN.---M. Lambert 
the feuilletonist of the“ Courrier de Paris,” gives the 
following curious account, for the exactitude of which 
he fully vouches:—* A person named Roger Lar- 
gois has just died at Paris at the age of 100 pre- 
cisely, day fur day, and even hour for hour. It 
was at one o’clock in the afternoon of the 10th of 
December, 1759, that he was born, and at one o'clock 
in the afternoon of the 10th of December, 1859, that 
he died. He was a very remarkable personage, having 
excelled as a painter, engraver, poet, and musician; 
and yet he was totally unknown to the public, because 
he would never consent to exhibit or publish any of his 
productions. His father was a hosier of the Rue Saint 
Denis, and destined him for trade; but Roger at an early 
age manifested a strong taste for the arts, and passed the 
greater part of his time in copying the works of the 
great masters, and principally Raphael. He displayed 
so much taient that his ae who had a tortune of 
30,000f. a year to leave, resolved to let him havehis bent. 
He even allowed the boy’s godfather, an Englishman, to 
take him to London for instruction, and there the god- 
father procured him lessons from Flaxman and Fuseli. 
Old Largois having died, Roger came to Paris, and 
having received his father’s property, resolved to de- 
vote himself exclusively to poetry and art ; and as the 
taste of the day in both appeared to him to be vicious 
he determined to foilow out his own ideal; and in 
order to do so completely, without being influenced 
either by the critcisms of contemporaries or the 
caprices of fashion, he further determined to keep 
his works to himself. He caused a house to be built 
on his plans in the Boulevard de Mont Parnasse. and 
annexed to ita vast painting room and two picture 
galleries. There he laboured incessantly year utter 
year in painting and engraving; in composing 
Bar and in setting it to music. It was chiefly 

his walks that he composed his poetry and his music 
the restzof his time being passed in his painting room. 
He carefully preserved all that he produced, and all his 
productions are collected inthe two galleries—his poetry 
music, and engravings in shelves along the wall and 
his paintings ranged according to date. These paintings 
show that, although at first he was a brilliant colourist 
he was but an indifferent designer, and that afterwards he 
laboured to unite the two qualities—design and colour 
Most of the subjects of his paintings are allegorical: but 
he was alsoan excellent protrait painter, and he has left 
not fewer than 49 portrait of his wife, whom he tenderly 
loved—his rule being to make one on exch anniversary of 
her birthday.

Frower Grounp AND Garpen, &c.—As by this tun 
all annoyance from the fallen leaves should be over, le 
the flower ground and shrubberies have a further md 
thorough cleansing. Let the turf be swept and rolled, 
and the walks dressed. Very tender roses mar be 
taken up and carefully heeled in out of the war, 
where they can be covered and protected from hart 
frosts, replanting them by-and-bye, when all danger i 
over. Don’t delay much longer getting down any sdb 
tions to your stock of roses if you expect a good bhun 
next year. 

Foncixd Derartment—Vixery.—Acconting as the 
young wood advances and the bunches show, allows 
gradual increase of temperature. Rub off all ape 
fluous shoots, carefully and cautionsly tying in ad 
stopping those retained. Keep up moisture from the 
pans and evaporating surfaces. Take measures, u 
previously directed. for protecting, by thatehing u 
otherwise, the outside borders; an external covering 
drawn over the roof will be the best security for the 
delicate tissue of the young wood against injury fom 
frost, or the chills caused by unchecked radiation ai 
night. Sow French beans in succession, water the 
growing crop, and make sowings of mustard and cres 
every eight or ten days.
